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lidl go-ahead ‘would 
jeopardise Aldi plan’ 



BUDGET supermarket 
Aldi says it would have 
to “seriously recon¬ 
sider” coming to Ely if 
a store owned by arch¬ 
rivals Lidl was given 
the go-ahead. 

Planning chiefs gave Aldi 
permission in August to 
build a 1,630 sq metre 
supermarket on the form¬ 
er Thurlow Nunn Standen 
plant on Lisle Lane. 

But the scheme, which was 
welcomed by traders, could be 
thrown into doubt if twice- 
refused proposals for a Lidl on 
the edge of the city are forced 
through.

The revelation came at a 
planning appeal running all this 
week regarding the proposed 
1,000 sq metre store on Angel 
Drove. 

Lidl has refused to take no for 
an answer and even tried to 
scupper the final stages of the 
Aldi bid by submitting a list of 
supposed flaws in its proposals. 

Development bosses question 
whether there is a need for the 
Lidl store, whether it would be 
accessible enough, and whether 
alternative sites have been 
sufficiently considered. 

Shopkeepers fear its location, 
where the EMG garage currently 


stands, could tempt shoppers 
away from the city centre. 

In a letter read to the opening 
of the appeal, Roland Stanley, a 
property director at Aldi, said 
the firm had entered into an 
agreement with Chaldean, its 
agents, and was “committed to 
the proposals”. 

But, he said, if Lidl’s appeal is 
allowed, “Aldi would have to 
seriously reconsider their option 
on the TNS site, as a store could 
not sustain itself against the out- 
of-town competitor, in a better 
trading location”. 

Rory Clarke, for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, said 
although there had been a 
necessity for another foodstore 
when Lidl had had originally 
applied, the Aldi decision had 
“soaked up that need”. 


He added: “If Lidl proceeded 
and Aldi did not proceed, the 
possibility of improved provision 
in the city centre would be lost.” 

Mr Clarke said Lidl should 
look more closely at other 
locations, such as the Pecks and 
Ely Chemical Company sites on 
Lisle Lane. 

Michael Druce, for Lidl, argued 
these were not viable options and 
said the Angel Drove site could 
be easily reached by public 
transport, walking, cycling, or by 
car. 

The hearing, at the Arkenstall 
Centre in Haddenham, is expect¬ 
ed to conclude in the middle of 
next week, with a decision being 
announced by inspector David 
Wildsmith some time after that.

Raiders snatch couple’s guinea pigs 

A COUPLE have been left distraught by the 
bizarre theft of their guinea pigs. 

Pet-snatchers broke into a shed owned by 
James and Claire Howe on Cam Drive, Ely, 
where the six much-loved creatures were 
kept. 

Having kicked the door open, the thieves 
apparently crammed all the animals into 
one cage before escaping. 

But nothing else was taken from the shed, 
which is accessible from the road by 
crossing a ditch, except for a bag of feed. 

The guinea pigs were fully-grown so have 
little monetary value, and two empty cages 
- which are probably worth more than the 
animals - were left behind, leading the 
Howes to believe they were stolen to order 
as pets. 

The couple have kept guinea pigs for all of 
their life together and are now appealing for 
the return of the furry friends. 

Mr Howe, 31, said: “It leaves me thinking 
the thieves knew there were guinea pigs in 
the shed, and someone told them they 
wanted some. 

“They took the food bag so it seems they 
must have wanted to look after them.” 

The burglars did not attempt to get into the 
couple’s car, garage or back garden during 
the break-in, which happened between 
9pm on Saturday and 9.30am on Sunday. 

Mrs Howe, 32, said: “It’s very strange. 

There was nothing of value in there - no 
tools or anything like that. Someone just 
wanted some guinea pigs.” 

The couple had recently shelled out for 
vet’s bills to treat a skin condition one of 
the animals had. Three were male and 
three were female, and all were around two 
years old. 

Mr Howe added: “These were family pets 
we had a close emotional attachment to. 

Whoever has them, we just want to them to 
return them to somewhere.”

Report looks 
at effects of 
credit crunch 

THE timetable for building Ely’s new £12 
million leisure centre could be hit by the 
credit crunch. 

The downturn in the economy means 
private funding might not be available for 
the pool and fitness complex on Down- 
ham Road, which is currently scheduled 
to open in 2011. 

This means bosses behind the scheme, 
who are getting a poorer return on 
reserves because of low interest rates, 
might have to go to banks for a loan. 

Now there are fears this could delay the 
opening of the centre. 

John Hill, chief executive of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, is 
looking at the issues in a report detailing 
how the slowdown is affecting the area. 

He said: “We’re going to be looking at 
the timetable for the leisure centre. 

“Currently we have a contractor who 
delivers our swimming service at the 
Paradise Centre which is set to expire in 
2010 but we will discuss that with them so 
we don’t leave people without access to 
swimming facilities.” 

Borrowing several million pounds to 
build or run the centre was an option, 
according to Mr Hill. 

Selling council assets such as land to 
raise funds would not raise as much cash 
as it had when property prices were at 
their peak. 

Other major schemes, such as the 2.5 
mile Southern Link Road from the A10 
roundabout to Stuntney, could also be 
hampered by the reduced availability of 
private funding. 

The report will go before councillors on 
December 15. 


Delight over 
pits decision 


CAMPAIGNERS are cele¬ 
brating a planning inspect¬ 
or’s decision to reject an 
appeal by the owner of Ely’s 
Roswell Pits against an 
enforcement notice. 

Jeremy Tyrrell had been fighting 
an order which requires him to 
remove roads, cabling and a water 
main from the beauty spot, near 
Prickwillow Road. 

But now he has been told the 
land will have to be returned to its 
original state by October next year, 
or face a fine of up to £20,000. 

The ruling has been welcomed by 
the Local Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural Ely (LCPRE), 
which fears the site could be 
turned into a marina, and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) 

Liz Hunter, LCPRE’s vice- 
chairman, said: “We look forward 
to the removal of all the works that 
were carried out without the 
benefit of planning permission and 
are delighted to know the council 
will be watching the area closely. 

“We believe that any future 
proposals for the area must go 
through the proper procedures and 
have permission from the council 
as well as consent from Natural 
England. This is a valuable site for 
people and wildlife so we whole¬ 
heartedly welcome this decision.”

of planning and economic develop¬ 
ment, said the judgment vindicated 
the decision to issue an enforce¬ 
ment notice. 

He said: “We had worked really 
hard to resolve the concerns 
regarding some of the work which 
has taken place at Roswell Pits but 
unfortunately we were left with no 
other option than to take 
enforcement action. 

“Taking such action is never an 
easy step but we proved during the 
hearing we had a robust case that 
stood up to very close scrutiny.” 

Mr Tyrrell, who is also 
challenging notification of Roswell 
Pits as a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI) by Natural England, 
insisted he was not disappointed 
by the judgment. He said some of 
the work at the site had always 
been intended to be temporary. 

He added: “The real issue is how 
to improve the pits and that’s what 
we are looking at now. We are 
trying to get a balanced view of 
what different groups in Ely want 
to see there.” 

Mr Tyrrell said future develop¬ 
ments could include a heritage 
centre or outdoor activity training, 
and “countryside moorings” for 
boats.

THE skills and wages of the workforce in 
East Cambridgeshire are continuing to 
grow, latest figures reveal.

That figure, for 2007, is up from 31.1 per 
cent the previous year and is equivalent 
to around 19,000 workers.

Cllr Ron Bradney, who leads on 
economic development at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, said: “These 
figures are very encouraging given the 
state of the economy at the moment. We 
are clearly becoming a more highly

“However, we should not get too carried 
away We are at the beginning of what 
many experts are describing as a severe 
economic downturn. The next year is 
going to be very tough for all of us but we 
are here as a council to help.” 

Between 2006 and 2007, the number of 
VAT-registered businesses in the district 
rose to 3,350, from 3,305.

Criticism of DIY 

road safety signs

A COUNCILLOR who 
took the safety of a 
dangerous fen road into 
her own hands has been 
accused of causing more 
danger than she was 
trying to solve. 

Last week Cllr Pauline 
Wilson, who represents Hadd- 
enham on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, made warning 
signs herself and put them up 
near a lethal bend at Grunty 
Fen. 

Cllr Wilson has been calling 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council for warning signs on 
the bend since it claimed the 
life of a grandmother in 
February. 

Margaret Thorne, 59, died 
when her car spun off the route 
in the fog near the Grunty Fen 
waste centre. 

But less than 24 hours after 
they were erected, the Liberal 
Democrat’s signs were removed 
by the county council’s 
highways team. 

She has since been told that if 
she wants her signs back, there 
will be a cost of £20 each. 

Cllr Wilson said: “This is 
appalling - someone was killed

and despite what the county 
council says, there have been at 
least three other accidents 
there recently. 

“I never wanted to cause a 
danger, I just wanted to help. 

“As for the charge to get them 
back, that beggars belief.” 

But Cllr Matt Bradney, 
county council cabinet member 
for growth and infrastructure, 
believed Cllr Wilson’s stance is 
a “political spin”. 

He said: “Within 24 hours her 
signs had either fallen over or 
were about to, which would 


have caused even more danger 
than she was trying to solve. 

“It was only sheer luck one 
fell on to the verge and not into 
the path of a car or kicked up 
by a lorry and through a 
windscreen. 

“If this Liberal Democrat 
councillor was after safety and 
not political spin then she 
should have spoken to me or 
made a bid with her parish 
council for a jointly funded 
minor improvement scheme.” 

Rachel Allen, 22, who is 
grieving after the death of her 
grandmother, Mrs Thorne, said 
she supported Cllr Wilson’s 
move. 

Miss Allen, of Haddenham, 
said: “Cllr Wilson was just 
showing how much of a 
problem the lack of signage on 
this bend is - she should not be 
criticised for it. 

“I believe that if there had 
been warning signs my Nan 
would have still been here 
today. 

“Every day I struggle to come 
to terms with her loss and 
something needs to be done 
before another family has to go 
through what we have.” 

The county council has now 
agreed to improve the white 
lines on the bend.

Sir, The efforts of Councillor Bradney and 
others to clarify the position of the 
district council about licensing (Laws 
must be obeyed, even if they seem silly, 
Letters, November 13) raises some 
interesting points. 

A far as I can understand the bald facts 
of the case, a group was planning to hold 
a poetry event in a room at the Royal 
Standard Pub. This has a licence for 
serving alcohol and so should have been 
inspected for things such a fire safety 
etcetera. 

The environmental services department 
at East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) thought (wrongly) that the event 
was planned involving a play being 
staged which would have required a 
particular type of entertainment licence 
and so sent a letter indicating that a fine 
of up to £5,000 could be payable if the 
event went ahead. If they had realised 
that it only involved poetry there would 
have been no need to intervene 


(according to the head of Environmental 
Services). 

A trawl through the council’s own 
website about licensing would take 
about three days to complete thoroughly. 
However, some interesting bits did 
emerge from the mist. 

One of the documents found was a 12 
page Statement of Licensing Policy. This 
states that the objectives of licensing 
are, “prevention of crime and disorder, 
public safety, prevention of public 
nuisance and the protection of children”. 
Further on in the document and headed 
“Enforcement” is the statement that 
“protocols ... providing a light touch in 
respect of low risk premises which are 
well run”. If the actions of the licensing 
officer were light touch then Attila the 
Hun was a real gentleman 
Under “Cultural Strategies” it says that 
“proper account will be taken of the need 
to encourage and promote a broad range 
of entertainment”. 


What was it about the thought that a play 
might be staged that suddenly made the 
Royal Standard unsafe and how would a 
licence have removed the danger? 

The point of principle raised by this 
matter is that the council has powers 
granted to it that enable it to carry out its 
role which is to protect the public and to 
improve the environment. That is not the 
same as looking around for harmless 
activities which they may be able to find 
a law against. 

There was no issue of public safety or 
public nuisance in this case. 

Can I ask for a clear statement from the 
council members as to whether it is their 
direction to officers to carry out the letter 
of the law come what may, or to use the 
law to enable the objectives of the 
council to be met?

Wicken Vision seeks to 
destroy what is good 


New street name - am

Sir, I have just sat through 
another dreary presentation by 
the stubborn National Trust 
regarding its ideas for these 
Fens. 

Thanks to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s public 
participation procedure, I was 
able to put the following points 
and questions to a key 
committee: 

The National Trust preaches 
conservation and practises it 
with public approval in most 
parts of the country. The so- 
called “Wicken Vision” (a plan to 
expand the existing Wicken Fen 
to some 15,000 acres) appears 
contrary to the principles of 
conservation in that it seeks to 
destroy that which is good and 
worthy of conserving. 

Therefore, would it not be better 
to: 

1. Promote the conservation of 
first-class food-producing Fen 
land that has been drained and 
maintained at vast expense for 
upwards of 400 years? The 
Trust’s proposals will produce 
areas of stagnant water and an 
unkempt jungle of elder bushes, 
ragwort, stinging nettles and 
thistles, and the only 
beneficiaries of an expanded 
Wicken Fen will be mosquitoes 
and flies. 

2. Promote the conservation of 
Conservation Areas within the 
Fen-edge villages of Wicken, 
Burwell, Reach, Swaffham Prior, 
Swaffham Bui beck, and Lode 
and Longmeadow, as well as 
those within the Fen-edge 
villages of South 
Cambridgeshire - Stow cum 
Quy, Fen Ditton, Horningsea 
and Waterbeach - all of which 
will be affected adversely, if the 


plan is allowed to proceed and 
to be “successful”, by an extra 
influx of cars, buses and 
tourists? The Trust plans a new 
car park of some six acres on 
Green Belt land between Lode 
and Bottisham. Other car parks 
are also on the cards. 

3. Promote equally the 
conservation of the non- 
Conservation Areas of all of the 
above villages on the grounds 
that all of the residents of all of 
the villages deserve protection 
from an extra influx of cars, 
buses and tourists? 

4. Promote the conservation 
and continued maintenance of 
the Cambridgeshire Lodes? It is 
factual that the future of the 
Lodes is inextricably intertwined 
with the National Trust’s plans 
to raise water levels and, 
thereby, to flood lower lying 
land in the Fens. The lower lying 
land is adjacent to some of the 
Lodes and flooding it will 
undermine and destabilise the 
Lode banks. 

5. Promote the conservation of 
“The Little Chapel in The Fen”, a 
non-denominational place of 
worship and harvest celebration 
built in 1884 near Upware, the 
foundations of which will be 
undermined and made unstable 
by a rise in the water table in 
Swaffham Fen? 

6. Promote the conservation of 
the country’s resources by 
opposing the construction of a 
“Bridge of Reeds” over the A14 
at a cost of £20 millions?

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Park and Ride 
faces the axe 


A FLAGSHIP Park 
and Ride scheme in 
Ely is set to be axed 
less than a year 
after it was laun¬ 
ched because not 
enough people are 
using it. 

The £1 million car 
park on Angel Drove 
was opened in Decem¬ 
ber, but fewer than 40 
people a week on aver¬ 
age have been travelling 
on its Saturday bus 
service. 

And, in the last 11 
months, vouchers which 
allowed shoppers to get 
their £2.50 parking 
charge refunded in the 
city centre’s shops or 
tourist information 
office after the bus trip 
have been used just 
twice. 

Average occupancy of 
the 200-space car park 
during the whole of the 
week is hovering 
around the 40 per cent 
mark - above targets set 
for the first year. 

Now transport bosses 
are looking to scrap the 
Park and Ride service, 
along with the voucher 
scheme, and remove

parking fees on Satur¬ 
days. 

Cllr John Seaman 
MBE, chairman of the 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s en¬ 
vironment and trans¬ 
port committee, said: 
“Car parking in Ely has 
always been a con¬ 
tentious issue which the 
council has attempted to 
address over many 
years. 

“Of course not 
everything has worked 
and we are disappointed 
the Park and Ride 
service at Angel Drove 
has not been used more. 

“However, the service 
from the City of Ely 
Community College 
continues to be efficient 
and well used, so we feel 
it may be appropriate to 
withdraw the Angel 
Drove service and con¬ 
centrate on the service 
from the Community 
College.” 

The bus from and to 
the community college 
has around 250 custom¬ 
ers each week. 


Cllr Ian Allen, deputy 
leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group, said 
the original intention 
had been to run the park 
and ride service from 
Angel Drove free of 
charge. 

“It’s completely rid¬ 
iculous that only two 
vouchers were redeem¬ 
ed. 

“That scheme was far 
too complicated so I’m 
absolutely delighted it is 
going but I’m extremely 
unhappy the park and 
ride is being dumped. 

“If there is free 
parking in the city 
centre, who is going to 
use the car park at 
weekends?” 

Councillors will make 
a decision on the 
proposed changes at a 
meeting of the environ¬ 
ment and transport 
committee on Tuesday. 
If they are voted 
through, the changes 
will come into force next 
June, with weekday 
parking charges remain¬ 
ing unchanged. 

The meeting will also 
consider introducing a 
residents’ parking per¬ 
mit scheme in Ely’s car 
parks.

Compass with 
a history goes 
under hammer 

A UNIQUE piece of First World War 
history has been sold at auction in Ely. 
The compass from a De Havilland DH-4 
aircraft which shot down a Zeppelin 
airship over East Anglia in the last raid of 
the conflict went for £950 at Blyth & Co. 
The plane was piloted by Major Egbert 
Cadbury, from the chocolate-making 
family, who carried out the mission 
wearing his smoking jacket after heading 
straight from the opera in Great 
Yarmouth to his airfield. 

With gunner Captain Robert Leckie, he 
fired incendiary rounds into the lead 
airship, which was loaded with bombs 
and defended by 10 machine guns, until 
it went down in flames. All 21 crew were 
killed. 

After the disastrous raid, on August 5, 
1918, the Germans never attempted 
another sortie over England. 

The compass, which has the words 
“Cadbury the Zepp Destroyer” across the 
top, was bought by a collector and is 
now believed to have been re-sold to the 
Cadbury family. 

Richard Coleman, manager of the 
auctioneer’s Ely branch, said there had 
been a lot of interest in the piece. 

It was previously owned by a 
Cambridgeshire family with links to the 
base where the biplane was dismantled 
after the war.

Man who beat up girlfriend spared jail term 


A VAN driver who beat up his 
girlfriend has been spared jail and 
ordered to attend a domestic abuse 
programme. 

Adrian Page, 39, flew into a temper 
after he and his partner had been out 
to the pub on the evening of October 4 
and started a row over her ex-husband, 
Cambridge magistrates heard.

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Resident claims 
‘diabolical’ city 
paths a danger

PAVEMENTS and 
footpaths in Ely are 
in such a “diabol¬ 
ical” state that they 
are putting pedes¬ 
trians at risk. 

Residents want Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council to do something 
about uneven pavements 
and walkways, before a 
“serious accident” 
occurs. 

Lindsay Jefford, of 
High Barns, Ely, became 
aware of the state of the 
pavements after tripping 
over an uneven kerb¬ 
stone in Waitrose car 
park. 

The 49-year-old said: 
“I could not go to work 
for two days as I was in 
so much pain but luckily 
there were no serious 
injuries. 

“Since then I have 
been extremely aware 
when walking around 
Ely and have noticed so 
many dodgy and quite 
frankly, diabolical 
walking surfaces which 
urgently need sorting 
out, especially Forehill. 

“If an elderly person 
fell like I did the 
consequences would 
have been worse - the 
council cannot be 
putting people’s lives at 
risk by ignoring this.” 

Arthur Cutter, 67, of 
Robins Close, Ely, said 
Forehill needed urgent 
attention from the

council’s highways 
team. 

He said: “I use a 
wheelchair most of the 
time and at the moment 
I would never go down 
Forehill. 


“The slabs there are 
diabolical and the coun¬ 
cil needs to sort it before 
people start having 
serious accidents.” 

Steve Dighton, area 
maintenance engineer 
for East Highways 
Division, pointed out 
that pathways and 
pedestrian areas in the 
Waitrose car park were 
the responsibility of the 
supermarket. 

“As far as Forehill and 
other public areas 
across Ely are con¬ 
cerned we are respon¬ 
sible. 

“We have not received 
any complaints about 
the state of Forehill this 
year and it is inspected 
every month by some¬ 
one on foot. 

“There were some 
complaints about rock¬ 
ing slabs last year and 
they have since been 
sorted. 

“If pedestrians do 
spot holes or damaged 
areas while out and 
about they should call 
the highways team on 
0845 0455212, that way 
we can deal with any 
issues.” 

Waitrose Ely Branch 
Manager, Ashley Broad, 
said: “Our customers’ 
safety is something we 
take extremely seri¬ 
ously.” 

He said work had been 
underway to improve 
the car park surface at 
the time of Mrs Jefford’s 
accident and that work 
had now been com¬ 
pleted.

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Three bus services saved 


CAMPAIGNERS have been celebrating 
after three local bus routes were saved 
from the axe. 

The services are the 115, 116 and 117 
routes, which cover the Ely area. Their 
removal would have left villages such 
as Wardy Hill and Upware without any 
coverage. 

However, in and around Cambridge¬ 
shire eight other bus routes have been 
axed or scaled back. 

The X14 between Cambridge Science 
Park and Huntingdon will be 
withdrawn in January, as will the 213 


from Ely to Bury St Edmunds. 

Six others will have a reduced 
service, with some departures or stops 
being removed. 

The decisions came at the end of a 
consultation by Cambridgeshire 
County Council, which was looking to 
save £300,000 from the £2.77 million it 
spends each year subsidising bus 
routes. 

One of the routes facing cuts was the 
10/10A, which serves Cambridge, 
Burwell and Newmarket, but the 
council has decided to retain the 6.30pm

and 7pm journeys from Cambridge. 

Sunday departures will also 
continue, although they will be 
subject to review next July, but direct 
evening services will be replaced with 
journeys via the villages in between. 

The 196 between Waterbeach, Fen 
Ditton and Cambridge will keep its 
weekday services, although Saturday 
journeys will be lost, while the No 2 
between Cambridge, Hardwick and 
Caldecote will lose its off-peak 
journeys. Peak-time journeys on this 
route will continue on a commercial 
basis. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, the county 
council’s cabinet member for growth 
and infrastructure, said: “We have 
managed to ensure no village has 
been left without a service and the 
vast majority of routes which people 
were concerned about have been 
saved in one form or another.” 

The other routes affected are the 46 
and 47 between Ashley, Dullingham 
and Newmarket, which will be 
reduced to one peak-time bus and an 
off-peak shopping trip on a Tuesday, 
and the Wisbech to Holbeach Drove 
bus.

BUS passengers will soon be 
able use a “smartcard” travel 
scheme. 

It will soon be possible for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire customers to put pre-paid 
credit on their own card and “touch 
in” when they get on a bus, as with the 
Oyster card system which has been 
highly successful across London’s 
transport network. 

New machines fitted in Cambridge 
last weekend will be able to take the 
cards, and similar work will be carried 
out in Huntingdon this weekend. 

Conventional tickets will still be 
available. 

Passengers will be able to top up 
their account online, on the bus, by 
direct debit, or in travel centres, and 
although only multi-trip passes such 
as Stagecoach’s Megarider will be 
available at first, a “pay-as-you-go” 
format could follow. 

Stagecoach will carry out trials at 
the start of next year and introduce 
the scheme across the county when the 
guided busway opens - which is 
expected to be sometime in spring. 

Andy Campbell, managing director 
of Stagecoach Cambridgeshire, said 
smartcards would make travel quicker 
and simpler. 

He said: “The biggest benefit is the 
ease of using it. You can just keep the 


card and top it up as and when you use 
it. Hopefully you will be able to use 
direct debit, so you will have a ‘bus 
pass for life’.” 

Pensioners will be able to have their 
free bus pass loaded onto a card. 

Cambridgeshire has been selected as 
the first area outside London to trial 
smartcards on buses. An experiment 
for trains is being carried out in the 
South West of England. 

Whippet Coaches, which mainly 
covers the Huntingdonshire area, has 
also been in touch with Cambridge¬ 


shire County Council about the 
scheme. 

Paul Nelson, the council’s public 
transport manager, said: “We have 
been approached by bus operators who 
run buses throughout the county 
about introducing a smartcard ticket¬ 
ing service. 

“We are really keen to bring these 
new initiatives to the county and will 
be working with operators in the next 
few months to see what we can do to 
make travelling on public transport in 
Cambridgeshire faster and easier. 


22 per cent hike 
in jobless figures 


THE number of people out 
of work in Cambridge¬ 
shire has risen sharply - 
with a 22 per cent increase 
in people claiming unemp¬ 
loyment benefits in a year. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has confirmed 
that nearly 1,000 more 
people are claiming job¬ 
seekers’ allowance in the 
county than a year ago. 

In October last year 
4,451 people were claiming 
the benefit, but by last 
month that figure had 
soared to 5,435. 

The council also says its 
latest figures show that in 
the last three months four 
major Cambridgeshire 
employers have shed more 
than 250 jobs - bringing 
the total job losses to 
nearly 750 since April. 

And figures released by 
the Government last week 
show the East of England 
has lost more than 5,000 
jobs, and 140,000 people 
are out of work - about 4.8 
per cent of the active 
workforce. 

However, John Bridge, 
chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, says while the 
figures may seem alarm¬ 
ing, he believes the area is 
weathering the credit 
crunch better than other 
parts of the UK. 

Mr Bridge said: “Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, of course 
includes the Fenland area, 
so it’s difficult to predict 
exactly where the job 
losses are coming from. 

“There are lots of diff¬ 
erent economies in the 
county and in some parts, 
often in the city itself, 
employers are still strugg¬ 
ling to find employees of 
the right quality, although 
they are telling us they are 
getting more applications 
for jobs. 

“Clearly there are 
people being impacted by 
the downturn and there 
are pockets of severe 
difficulty, but there are 
new jobs coming what 
with Phillips and Kodak 
coming to the area with 
their research depart¬ 
ments.” 

He said it was a 
challenging environment 
and he expected more 
unemployment in the 
coming months. 

Cllr Jill Tuck, leader of 
the county council, said: 
“We believe that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is potentially 
well placed to weather the 
economic storm, but we 
want to reassure the local 
community that we are 
doing everything we can 
to ensure the county’s 
economy remains buoyant 
and vibrant.”

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Thief hid loot 
in his trousers 


A THIEF who hid 
cosmetics worth 
£97 down his 
trousers has been 
ordered to com¬ 
plete 180 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Luke Badcock, of Clay 
Street, Soham, pleaded 
guilty at Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court to stealing 
from Wilkinsons store. 

The bench heard how 
the 21-year-old nabbed 
L’Oreal moisturising 
cream, three L’Oreal 
anti-wrinkle creams, an 
Oral B electronic tooth¬ 
brush, six electrical 
toothbrush heads and 
one other pack of tooth¬ 
brush heads, valued at 
£97.26, from the shop on 
September 24. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, 
prosecuting, described 
how suspicious shoppers 
alerted the police to a 
car, owned by the father 
of Badcock’s girlfriend, 
Sadie Fuller, 23, of Sta¬ 
tion Road, Soham.

She said: “There were 
four men in the car but 
the offender was not in it 
at the time. 

“Police saw his girl¬ 
friend try to hide some¬ 
thing in the front seat, 
which turned out to be 
the stolen items in a 
plastic bag, and the 
vehicle was searched.” 

Badcock was arrested 
and admitted in police 
interviews that he had 
put the items down his 
trousers and left without 
paying. 

Fuller pleaded guilty 
to dishonestly assisting 
in the theft and told 
police: “He never has 
any money and I did 
think he had stolen 
them.” 

Nicholas Barnes, miti¬ 
gating, explained how 
Badcock, a former bin- 
man, was unemployed at 
the time and had stolen 
to get money. 


He added: “Sadie, who 
was working as an 
admin assistant at her 
father’s garage, had no 
involvement in the theft 
and all items have now 
been received, hence no 
compensation is being 
demanded. 

“Both have now sorted 
out their benefits and 
Luke knows what he did 
was extremely stupid.” 

Fuller was given a 
conditional discharge 
for 15 months and was 
ordered to pay £50 costs. 

Badcock, who was 
previously under super¬ 
vision and a community 
order, had his order 
revoked. 

Dr Christine Shaw, 
chair of the bench, 
imposed a new 18-month 
supervision order, with 
180 hours’ unpaid work. 

Badcock will also 
undergo a Think First 
programme, designed to 
help people stop thiev¬ 
ing, and was ordered to 
pay £50 costs.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss.

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News.

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit,‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving. To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE

league. At £11,915 it is one of the 
more affordable hot hatches on the 
market, and it is very fun to drive, 
making it much more then just a 
reliable runaround. 

Even with the icy temperature 
the 1.6-litre engine sprung to life 
and purred like a contented cat. 
The capable engine is competent 
but needs encouragement to reach 
its capability of 0-60mph in just 
under nine seconds. 

The Swift’s stiff suspension 
makes for a slightly hard ride but 
with a top speed of 124mph and 
123bhp, it has plenty to give.

Chancellor could act to boost new and used sales 

‘Cut car taxes’ plea 


ALL eyes are on the 
Chancellor this week as 
motorists and the 
motoring trade alike look 
to the Government to 
provide some much- 
needed relief from the 
incessantly harsh 
taxation levels that 
burden the UK’s car users, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

As many as 77 per cent of 
motorists say the current 
economic climate is having an 
impact on their purchasing 
plans, a recent survey by 
uSwitch.com found. 

A total of 15 per cent are set to 
spend almost £3,000 less on their 
next car than on their current 
motor, while 26 per cent say they 
are not able to afford a new car 
at all. 

And 47 per cent of motorists 
say they will now hold on to 
their current car for longer than 
planned. 

Only 18 per cent of the 1,011 
car owners polled said they were 
confident enough not to change 
their future car-buying plans. 

The - very welcome - cut in 
interest rates is not likely to be 
enough to change this kind of 
thinking, and the trade is urging 
the Government to consider two 
immediate changes to the way 
cars are taxed. The first is VAT. 

“A reduction in value added 
tax (VAT) would benefit both 
consumers and businesses, and 
give the economy a much- 
needed boost,” says Sue 
Robinson, director of the Retail 
Motor Industry Federation 
(RMIF), representing the UK 
retail motor sector. 

The RMIF has written to the 
Chancellor prior to the Pre- 
Budget Report, calling on him to 
reduce the rate of VAT to 12.5 


per cent. VAT currently stands 
at 17.5 per cent. A reduction in 
the rate of VAT would reduce 
retail prices, as well as costs for 
business. Robinson continues: A 
lower rate of VAT would help 
bring down prices without there 
being a negative impact on 
retailers. At the same time it 
would also help reduce costs for 
businesses. 

“A lower rate of VAT would 
immediately cut the price of 
major purchases. By effectively 
cutting around five per cent 
from the price of a new car, and 
attendant maintenance costs, 
our recommended VAT 
reduction would be a step 
towards helping to revive the 
new car market.” 

Robinson adds: “With the 
Treasury looking for ways to 
stimulate the consumer 
economy, we believe that this is 
a viable option and are strongly 
urging the Chancellor to enact 
the move.” 

The second urgent restructur¬ 
ing demand is for all road tax 
increases on cars bought before 
2006 to be delayed, and here the 
noises from the Treasury have 
been more positive. 

Changes announced in the last 
Budget meant that from 2009, all 
cars that had been on the road 
since 2001 would face rises in 
Vehicle Excise Duty (VED), but 
it now appears likely that next 
week’s Pre-Budget Report will 
announce that the retrospective 
emissions-based tax will be 
postponed. 

The likely postponement has 
also been welcomed by the 
Environmental Transport 
Association (ETA). 

Director at the ETA, Andrew 
Davis, said: “Higher-polluting 
cars should face some form of 
punitive taxation, but it is vital 
that green taxes are seen as well

thought through and fair - it’s 
questionable whether such a 
sharply-increased retrospective 
tax will ever be seen in that 
way.” 

The VED changes would have 
affected almost 70 per cent of 
Britain’s 26 million drivers, but 
it was the retrospective aspect of 
the tax that most infuriated MPs 
of all parties. 

The ETA believes that an 
equitable alternative to road tax 
would be national road user 
charging, for not only would 
such a system cut congestion 
and thereby help reduce 
emissions, it would save 
motorists money as there would 
no longer be any need for fuel 
duty or vehicle excise duty; most 
roads, most of the time, have no 
congestion, so many people 
would pay less. 

Either - and preferably both - 
of these options would ensure 
the Government adopts a fairer 
policy towards a key part of the 
economy which it has milked for 
every penny it’s worth for a 
generation.

January, the club would be 
forced to fold for the third time in 
its 33-year history. 

“When we purchased the club (in 
August) we were unaware the 
club had received a noise 
abatement order,” explained 
Keith Chapman. 


“Forest Heath District Council 
informed us by letter prior to our 
last meeting against Stoke that 
we have to have that order 
removed to run any more 
speedway racing at Mildenhall. 
“The only way to remove the 
order is for a sound barrier to be 
built around the stadium and 
although work has started on 
this, we can only wait to see if is 
completed in time for us to 
declare our intent to race in the 
new National League. 

“I hope that this doesn’t serve as 
too bad news for the fans but 
there was no point telling anyone 
about the problem before now. 
“We will keep fans updated on 


problem 

any developments as and when 
they happen, but may we just 
ask them to be patient for the 
time being.” 

Forest Heath communications 
officer Sally Rode said: “We have 
had complaints about noise and 
the solution, we believe, is to 
build some sort of barrier around 
the stadium. We have every 
confidence it will be done in time 
for next year.” 

Should the club overcome the 
obstacle, they will return to a 
revamped third division where 
they spent 12 consecutive years 
before their elevation into the 
Premier League in 2006.
